( 1868 - 1963 ) 

W. E. B. Du Bois, a sociologist of tremendous intellect, 
fought for recognition of the abilities and contributions 
of black Americans and the equal rights they were 
entitled to. He is perhaps best known for his role in 
founding the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP).

If they do not 
match, the player must turn them yellow-side-up again, and it's the other 
player's turn. To match eggs, each player must remember where the 
different patterns are hidden. After all the eggs have been turned over, 
the winner of the game is the player with the most matched sets of eggs. 



To make this game more difficult, just make more pairs of eggs. The eggs 
must be yellow on one side, but the other side can be made with 
wrapping paper, wallpaper, or different colors of construction paper, or 
can be decorated with crayons or markers. Remember, there must be two 
eggs of every color or design.
